The A dm inistration’s plan involves 
•i departm ent of <*oal allotments in 
connection with each local fuel admin 
istration’s office and this system now 
has been completed and will be put 
into operation at once. Each order for 
coal will be censored by comparison 
with the ra tin g of the house where the 
coal is to be used; all doubtful cases 
will be carefully checked 
up 
by 
an 
inspection of the house in question 
and surplus coal when ordered will be 
refused. 
All consumers who have obtained 
a quantity of coal in excess of their 
allotments, or who by deceit or mis 
representation 
have 
violated 
any 
rule or regulation of the Fuel Admin 
istration will be prosecuted. 
“This system ," said tho adm inistra 
tion’s statem ent, will be drastic and 
will introduce conditions new to the 
country; it will be more drastic, how 
ever, than conditions demand in the 
interest of all concerned.

This sum is compared with $19,000,000 as the av­ 
erage annual profit for the three years before 
th^ wnr. making it apnear that the war profit was 
$121 OOO OOO ereader than the pre-war profit. 
Thi* compares a three-year profit, with a one-vear 
nrofit—° manifestly unfair method of comnari- 
con. 
Tt is not only misleading, but the Federal 
Trndo Commission nonarentlv bas made a mis­ 
take in the fieiires themselves.

The profits of Morris & Co., meat 
packers, for the fiscal year ending 
November, 1917, is equal to the net 
worth of the company, (capital and 
surplus.) and 263 per cent on the 
three million dollars capital stock out­ 
standing.

profits is from 27 to 47 per cent. 
It was found that one steel mill had 
made 319.(57 per cent profit, 
while 
many others averaged over IOO per 
cent. 
The United States Steel Cor­ 
poration’s profits rose from 2.8 per 
cent in 1914 to 24.9 in 1917. 
The net 
income of the corporation for 
1917, 
after deducting federal income and 
excess profits taxes, was $244,738,900. 
The New 
Jersey 
Zipe 
Company, 
basing percentage on the capital stoek 
issue of 35 million dollars, made 56 
per cent, profit, in 1917, and paid a 
dividend of 46 per cent. 
Margins of the coal industry 
in 
many cases were two or three times 
normal. 
Twenty-three 
bituminous 
mines in Central 
Pennsylvania aver­ 
aged a margin of ninety cents a ton 
in 1917, as compared with twenty 
cents in 1916.
